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REMARKS 

This is in response to the Office Action mailed January 
11, 2005, in which the Examiner rejected claims 6-8 and 11-24, 
objected to claim 9, and allowed claims 25 and 26. With this 
Amendment, Applicant has amended claims 6, 8, and 19 and canceled 
claims 9, 11-18, and 22-24. Reconsideration of the application as 
amended is respectfully requested. 

In Section 9 of the Office Action, the Examiner identified 
claim 9 as including allowable features and indicated that claim 9 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. With this 
Amendment, Applicant has amended independent claim 6 to 
substantially include all of the features set forth in previously 
presented claim 9 (now canceled) . Accordingly, Applicant submits 
that claim 6 is presently in condition for allowance. 
Additionally, Applicant submits that all claims depending from 
claim 6 are allowable as being dependent from an allowable base 
claim. 

With this Amendment, Applicant has amended independent 
claim 19 to include substantially all of the features of allowable 
claim 25. Such features include a plurality of reference positions 
for each transducer and the identification of the virtual tracks 
relative to the reference positions to thereby allow the device to 
operate in a cylinder mode. Applicant submits that the amendment 
to claim 19 does not raise any new issues since such features have 
been previously presented. Accordingly, Applicant submits that 
claim 19 is in condition for allowance. Additionally, Applicant 
submits that claims 20 and 21 are allowable as being dependent 
from allowable base claim 19, and requests that the rejections be 
withdrawn. 
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In view of the above comments and remarks, Applicant 
submits that the present application is condition for allowance. 
Reconsideration and favorable action is respectfully requested-.
